The Value of Transportation

Typical monthly costs in Michigan for:

• Residential Electric Service $70
• Residential Natural Gas Service $200
• Television (Cable, Dish, etc.) $50
• Cellular Phone $60
• Residential Water and Sewer $100

• $525 million in road preservation
